ECHO OF BROWNSVILLE. 


to Advance Case of Reid 
Filed at Washington. 


Washington, October 20.—There was an echo 
of the Brownsville ‘‘shooting-up’’ incident to-

President Says Road Will Be Damn- 
ed if It Has to Pay Back te Ocean 
Steamship Company, and Will 
Be Bankrupted if the 
Bondholders Win. 


Savannah, Ga., October 20.—(Special.) 
Epigrammatic and so forceful at times 
that some of his remarks had to pe 
expurgated rrom the record, Major J. 
F. Hanson, president of the Central of 
Georgia Railroad and the Ocean Steam- 
ship Companies, spent several hours on 
the witness stand today in the hearing 
before Special Auditor Williaf F. Gar- 
rard, of tne suit of income bondhold- 
ers against the Central for $288,000 un- 
paid interest. He said: 

“If the Central were forced to pay 
back a!l the money of the Ocean Steam- 
ship Company it has used, it would be 
damned. The Central checks against 
the cash account of both companies, 
and now owes the steamship company 
$1,280,000. 

A tendency on the part of juries to 
render exorbitant judgments in damage 
suits and of courts not to interfere with 
the verdicts has contributed to tae finan- 
cial troubles of the road. if the in- 
come bondholders win this suit, it will 
bankrupt the company.’ 

Major Hanson took up one by one the 
allegations in the long petition of the 
plaintiffs and explained them for the 
defense. He skipped points where sta- 
tistics were necessary. He told of 418 | 
connection with the Central and the‘! 
steamship company. He explained the 
gmortgages on the former and gave rea- 
son for the course he pursued in its 
financial policy. He told of the purchase 
for $410,000 the Wrightsville and 
Tennille road. 

Dividends of the Central were paid 
for this stock, Major Hanson ae 
that this was the only funds of the 
Central at the time, and that it was 
mecessary for the little road to be 
bought.

ADDRESS MADE 
BY PRES. HUDSON 


Urged That Boys Be Educated 
to Farm, Not Away 
From It. 


Nashville, Tenn., October 20.—At the 
first day’s session of the tenth annual 
convention of the Southern States As- 
sociation of Commissioners of Agricul- 
ture, which convened here today at 
the state capitol], addresses of welcome 
and reports of officers and committees 
occupied the time of the delegates. 
Mayor J. 8. Brown welcomed the con- 
vention and W. A. Graham, of North 
Carolina, responded. 

The annual address of President 
Hudson advocated diversification and 
the intensive system as a method of 
growing cotton as a surplus, and rec- 
ommended that agriculture be taught 
extensively and steps be taken to ac- 
quaint the farmers of the work of the 
association. “A mistake of the schools 
of the age,” said he, “has been that 
they have been too prone to educate 
the boys not to the farm, but away 
from it.” 

He stated that if the cotton crop 
could be grown as a surplus, and the 
farmer enabled to hold it until his own 
good time to sell, that much better 
prices could be secured, stating that 
under the present method of farming, 
the farmer must sell his crop within a 
few weeks after it is gathered, in order 
to supply his family with the necessi- 
ties of life. 

A committee was appointed to name 
officers for the ensuing year. The com- 
mittee are: E. W. Magruder, of Vir- 
ginia; B. B. Ross, of Alabama, and R. 
S. Stallings, of Georgia. Rotation of 
officers is the practice of the associa- 
tion. 

The present officers are: T. G. Hud- 
son, of Georgia, president; H._ E. 
Blakeslee, state commissioner of Missis- 
sippi, first vice president; R. E. Rose, 
state chemist of Florida, second vice 
president; B. W. Kilgore, state chem- 
ist of North Carolina, secretary, and 
Miss A. C. Birdsong, of North Caro- 
lina, assistant secretary.

S EXPOSITION 


Northwestern Newspaper Man ‘Talks Interestingly of 
Business and Political Conditions—Says Roosevelt 
Has Lost Popularity. 


A note of breezy ‘western pluck, enerey 
and enthusiasm was voiced yesterday by 
Joseph Blethen, of Seattle, Wash., In 
an interview with a representative of 
The Constitution in which the coming 
Alaska-Yukon-Pacific exposition, tae po- 
liticd] status of Washington in the pres- 
ent tampaign and the industrial fu- 
ture of Alaska were interestingly dis- 
cussed. , 

‘The probability of a war with Japan 
was also brought up and urged by the 
Washington man as a reason why the 
United. States should tmmediately enter 
upon a program of naval expansion with 
@ two-sea standard in mind. Should 
that conflict ever eventuate, Mr. Blethen 
believes the gold mines of Alaska would 
be the first objective point of Japan’s 
maneuvers. 

In speaking of the Alaska-Yukon-Pa- 
cific exposition, to be held in Seattle 
from May |! to October 15 of next year, 
Mr. Blethen says it has been projected 
with the idea of giving this country @ 
view of the possibilities and mineral 
wéalth of ‘the territory of Alaska. 

The fixing of tne date was left to 
the transcontinental railroads, upon 
which the people of Washington are 
mainly relying to make their show a 
success. Mr. Blethen states that the 
real campaign of advertisement for the 
exposition will not be entered upon until 
next February. Then tne railroads and 
the publicity bureau of the fair will 
take up the matter actively and placard 
the country. 

The attractions of the west, Yellow- 
stone park, Pike's peak, the Yosemite 
valley, the grand canyon of the Colo- 
rado and the growing interest in Alas- 
kan affairs and possibilities, are expect- 
ed to draw a vast crowd of visitors to 
Seattle during the six and one-half 
montns of*the fair’s duration, 

Five Transcontinental Lines. 


By May !5 it igs expected that the five 
transcontinental railway lines will be 
in operation. In addition to the North- 
ern Pacific the Great Northern and the 
Canadian Pacific, the Chicago, Milwau- 
Kee ‘and St. Paul will be completed. it 
is extending its line from South Da- 
Kota to Puget sound. The company 1s 
now working from both ends of the line. 
Tne fifth line will be the Union Pa- 
cific, which is: extending its line from 
Portland, Ore. Through trains by way 
of Chicago and Portland will be in oper- 
ation by the opening of the Seattle ex- 
position. 

While not projected ypon the same ex- 
tensive scale as the Chicago and St. 
Louls world expositions, it is announced 
that the Seattle show will be well worth 
a trip across the continent. Moreover, 
the citizens of Seattle are determined 
to break the record and have the fair 
open promptly on May Il. 

“If nmeed be, we could have every 
building completed and ready for oc- 
cupancy on January |! next,” declared 
Mr. Blethen. 

On Site of State University. 


“The exposjtion grounds. are On the 
site of the state university. in the midst 
of a magnificent forest of fir trees and 
about 5 miles from the center of the 
city. but within the Hmits of the city 
of Seattle. Most of the fair buildings 
are of solid construction, and will be 
later converted into college buildings. 
The state of California has put up a 
building that will remain and become a 
gift to the university. With this under- 
standing the state of Washington ap- 
propriated money for three  build- 
ings. 

“The campus of the state university is 
a beautiful site and a most convenient 
one for the exposition. Its «big trees 
are sure to interest the visitors. And, 
by the way, there is no such thing as 
Oregon pine. What is called Oregon 
pine is in reality wood from the fir tree. 
The most common trees in the norta- 
west are the fir. hemlock and cedar. Tne 
fir is the big tree.”’ 

An Equitable Climate. 


“Will it be comfortable for visitors 
tw try and do the fair as Yate as Octo- 
ber?’’ Mr. Blethen was asked. 

‘Perfectly so,’’ he replied. ‘The city 
of Seattle had but one snow storm ]ast 
winter. We are protected by the Cas- 
cade mountains on the east and tue 
Olympic mountains on the northwest. 
The winds that bring rain blow through 
the valley from the Pacific and are tem- 
pered ty the warm stream from the 
coast of Japan. In this respect our Cli- 
mate is like that of England. Our sum- 
mer days are long. You can see to 
read until 9:30 in tne evening. Im the 
winter it is dark shortly after 4 o'clock, 

“Alaskan gold, oopper, coal and o0!1 
will be the exhibits Which we believe 
will attract the most attention at the 
Alaska-Yukon-Pacific exposition. The 
day of the placer miner, who grew rich 
with .no more equipment than a pick 
and a pan, is past.

Alaskan Gold Production, 


declared, they were enthau- 
siastic for him. His attitude in support 
of national irpigation projects by the 
government, had appealed to them, Then 
they appreciated his action in sending 
the fleet to the Pacific. 

‘On the other thhand, they thave come 
to the conclusion that his attacks upon 
the railroads have been. carried too 
far,” he said. “We are. doing every- 
thing we can to encourge the con*truc- 
tion of railroads in our section. We 
need them, and we want them. 

Oppose Panama Canal, 

“Then, many of our people are  op- 
posed to the construction of the Pana- 
ma canal. They fear it may mean the 
shipment by water route of ‘freight that 
formerly passed through our state. Oth- 
ers of us would not object to vessels 
seouring a certain part of the freight, 
as we do not want to handle it. A 
year ago, in the view of our people, 
President ‘Roosevelf was the most popu- 
lar American citizen, but his ardent 
advocacy of Mr. Taft, and his eniticigsm 
of Mr. Bryan have lost him friends.” 

The Seattle Times, which Mr. Bleth- 
en's father owns and edits, is sup- 
porting MY. Bryan this year. Washing- 
ton is normally republican, and its three 
congressmen and two Senators are 
members of that party. But this year 
the voters appear to be more independ- 
ent. They are not hurt much by the 
Panic, are out of debt, and Washing- 
ton’s (position as grocery store for 
Alaska has put them on the road: to 
permanent prosperity.
